ARTICLE  III. 

OFFIOERS. 

The  officers  Bhall  coasiat  of  a  W.P.,  W.A.,  R.S.,  A.R.S., 
F.  S.,  T.,C.,  A.  C,  I.  S.,  and  0.  S.,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  every  three  Months,  yiz  •  last  regular 
meetings  in  September,  December,  March  and  June  ;  and 
installed  the  first  regular  meetings  in  October,  January, 
April  and  July.f 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES  OF  OtFICERS. 

Sec.  1.— It  thall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.  P.  to  preside  in 
the  Division,  enforce  a  due  obserraace  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  By-Laws,  and  exact  a  compliance  to  the  rules 
and  usages  ol  the  Order ;  to  see  that  all  officers  perform 
their  respectire  duties ;  appoint  all  committees  and  offi- 
cers not  otherwise  provided  for;  give  the  casting  vote 
on  all  matters  before  the  Division  when  a  tie  may  occur  j 
inspect  and  announce  the  result  of  all  balloting  or  other 
votes ;  direct  the  R.  S.  to  call  special  meetings  wheo  ap- 
plication shall  be  made  in  writing  by  five  members  of  the 
Division ;  draw  upon  the  T.  for  all  sums  necessary  to  pay 
the  benefits  provided  for  by  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  othtr  appropriations  made  by  the  Division. 
He  shall,  on  the  night  he  vacates  the  chair,  see  that  the 
Quarterly  Returns  are  prepared  for  the  Grand  Division

Sec.  2.  —No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Division 
who  poes  not  possess  a  ;,'ood  moral  character,  or  who  is 
in  any  way  incapacitated  from  earning  a  livelihood,  or 
who  hasjjio  visible  means  of  support ;  provided,  that  per- 
sons of  old  age,  or  under  disability  or  sickness  may  be 
admitted,  but  remain  in  the  position  of  members  not  en- 
titled to  benefits. 

Sec.  3. — The  name  of  a  person  offered  for  membership 
must  be  proposed  by  a  member  in  writing,  stating  age, 
residence  and  business,  which  must  be  entered  on  the 
record,  and  the  subject  referred  to  three  brothers  for  in- 
A'estigation,  who  shall  report  in  writing  at  a  succeeding 
meeting,  when  the  candidate  shall  be  ballotted  for  with 
ball  ballots,  and  if  not  more  than  four  olack  balls  appear 
against  him,  he  shall  be  declared  elected  j  but  if  Jive  or 
more  black  balls  appear,  he  shall  be  rejected,  and  so  de- 
chired.  No  person  so  rejected  shall  be  again  proposed 
in  any  Division  of  the  Order,  under  six  months.' 

Sec.  4.--A  proposition  for  membership  shall  not  b® 
wtthdrawn  aft<r  it  has  been  refeired  to  a  committee  tor 
investigation,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  ihe 
members  present. 

Sec.  5. — A  vote  of  rejection  may  be  reconsidered  with-

— In  case  of  the  death  of  a  broth«r  entitled  to 
benefits,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  fifteen  dollars  shall  be 
appropriated  as  a  funeral  benefit.  The  W.P.,  in  the  ab- 
sence  of  competent  relations  or  friends,  stall  take  charge 
of  the  funeral,  and  keep  an  account  of  the  disbursements. 
.  Sec.  5.-p-0u  the  death  of  the  wife  of  a  brother,  also 
beneficial,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  not  lees  thaii 
ten  d:)llars  a^  a  fu^neral  benefit. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

OFFBNjCBS. 

Sec.  1.— Any  member  who  shall  oflFend  against  these 
Articles,  or  the  By-laws,  shall  be  subject  to  be  fined, 
reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  as  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present  at  any  regular  meeting,  may  determine 

Sec.  2.— Every  member  shall  be  entitled  to"a  fair  trial 
for  any  offence  involving  reprimand,  suspension  or  expul;- 
slon.  But  no  member  shall  be  put  on  trial,  unless 
charges  djuly  specifying  his  offence,  be  submitted  in  writ- 
ing by  a  member  oiF  the  Divigion. 

Sec.  3.— When  charges  Have  been  preferred  against  a 
brother  in  a  proper  manner,  or  any  matters  or  grievance? 
between  brothers  are  brought  before  the  t)i vision,  they 
shall  be  r;;ierred  to  a  special  cpmmittee  of  five  members, 
who  shall,  with  as  little  delay  as  t^e  case  will  admit, 
summon  the  parties,  exa,niine  and  determine  thie  matter 
in  question,  and  if  their  decision  does  notiqvolve  the  sus- 
dension  or  expulsion  of  a  member,  and  no  appeal  be  taken 
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from  ,t  t,o  the  Division,   it  shall  be  i,nal,   without  oth.ev 
Hct.od.     Should  the  committee  be  convinced  of  the  ne-' 
'•essity  of  suspending,  or  expelling  a  member,  thev  shall 
•ubmit  a  motion  for  thq  purpoj^e  to  the  Division,  for  ac- 
tion,

, Sec.  4.-VYhcu.  a  aiotion  for  the  expulsion  or  suspen- 
sion  ot  a  member  shall  have  been  submitted  ia  due  form. 
It  shall  be  announce(}at  one  regular  meeting  previous  to 
action  bemg  taken  ;  and  the  accused  shall  be  summoned 
to  be  m  attendance  at  the  Division,  at  the  time  when  it 
may  Have  been  determined  to  consider  the  question-at 
which  time,  whesher  the  implicated  member  be  present 
or  not,  the  Division  may  proceed  to  consider  and  detec- 
tnine  it.     Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  voting  in 
favor  of  the  motion,  it  shall  be  carried  ;  but  the  Divisioa 
shall  be  f<iJly  competent,  while  such  motion  is  under  con^ 
sideration,  to  vary  the  penalty  from  the  original  motion.* 
,  Sec.  5.-^When  the  decision  of  a  committee  appointed 
under  Sectioa  3,of  this  Article,  otherwise  final,  shall  not 
be  satisfactory  to  all . parties,  either  of  those  interested, 
shall  have  the  priivilege  .pf  appeal  to  the  Division— and  at 
tUe  time  appointed  fqr  trying  the, appeal,  the  committee 
shall /])r(}6en^  to  the  Division,  in  writing,  the  .grounds  on

ARTICLE  Vlir. 
'  TERMS 

Regular  Quarterly  Terms  Shall  commence  on  the  first 
of  October,  January,  April  and  July.  Officers  elected 
previous  to  the  expiration  of  half  the  Term,  shall  be  en- 
titled  to  the  full  honors  of  the  Term  ;  those  elected  after 
half  the  Term  has  expired,  shall  not  count  the  honors, 
except  where  they  be  elected  to  fill  vacancies  occasioned 
by  resignation,  suspension,  expulsion  or  death,  in  which 
ease  the  brother  who  serves  the  residue  of  the  Term  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  full  honors,  and  he  who  resigns,  or  is 
suspended  or  expelled,  shall  forfeit  his  claim. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

r.LlGIBlLirr  FOR  CHIEF  OFFICES 

Sec.   l—After  a  Division   has   been   instituted   three 

terms,  no  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  W.  P., 

unless  he  has  served  two  terms  in  a  subordinate  office  or 

offices,  or  as  Chaplain. 

Sec.  2.~No  brother  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
W.  P.,  W.  A.  or  T.,  who  is  under  twenty-one  years  of 
a*e,  except  by  dispensation  from  the  Grand  Division  • 
provided,  nevertheless,  ihat  no  person  «i*.vp t«d  «-  ♦>-0 
office  of  W.  P.  by  such  dispensation  shall  be  elected  a 
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Representatire  to  a  Grand  Diyision,  aud  that  no  Grand 
D.V  s,on  shall  have  the  n,bt  or  authority  to  grant  a  dis- 
pensation  under  this  act,  except  to  the  Divisions  located 
in  colleges  or  institutions  of  learning. 

ARTICLE  X. 

VIOLATING  ARTICLE  II. 

^^ec.  1. -It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  member  who  has 

evidence  that  another  has  violated  Article  2d.  to  specify 

the  offence  to  the  Division,  within  three  weeks  after  coi,; 

ing  into  possession  of  such  evidence. 

Sec.  2.-The  charge  for  violation  of  Article  2,  shall  be 
presented  in  writing,  duly  signed,  when  it  shall  be  re- 
fcrred  to  a  committee  of  five  members,  who  shall  as  soon 
as  practicable,  summon  the  parties  and  investigate  the 
matter. 

Sec.  3.-The  committee  shall  organize  by  appointing 
a  chairman  and  secretary.  The  secretary  shall  make  a 
correct  record  of  the  proceeding,  with  such  testimony  as 
may  be  pftsented,  which  record  shall  be  produced  to  the 
Division  on  the  call  of  any  member,  after  the  committee 
have  reported. 

Sec.  4.-If  the  committee  agree  that  the  charge  is  sus- 
tained, they  shall  report  the  fact  to  the  Division,  by  reso- 
lution, with  a  second  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the 
menr.ber  be  reinstated,  if  they  think  proper,  which  report 
and  resolution  shall  lie  upon  tht  table  at  least  one  week, 
and  the  offending  member  shall  be  notified  of  the  char- 
acter of  the  resolutions  by  the  R.S.  and  requested  to  be 
present  at  the  time  appointed  for  eonBiHf.rin«r  <h«  o°«.~ 
With  a  view  of  giving  an  opportunity  to  make  a  defence.

SJec.  5.— If  the  committee  agree  that  the  charge  is  not 
sustained,  they  shall  report  a  resolution  to  that  effect, 
'and  if  the  resolution  be  adopted,  the  charge  shall  be  dis- 
missed. 

Sec.  6.— When  the  committee  report  the  charge  sus- 
tained, and  a  majoHt/  o/  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting  ballot  in  favor  thereof,  the  offending  member'shall 
forfeit  membership,  and  the  W.  P.  shaJl  direct  the  name 
to  be  erased  from  the  Constitution.  If  a  majority  of  the 
Division  vote  in  opposition  to  the  resolution,  all  further 
proceedings  shall  be  stayed,  subject  to  appeal. 

Sec.  7.— If  two-thirds  ot  those  voting  are  in  favor  bf 
reinstating  a  member  who  has  been  found  gdilty  of  vici- 
lating  -article  2nd.,  such  member  shall  be  restored  to 
membership  by  re-signing  the  Constitution.  The  power 
to  re-instate  shall  not  however,  extend  over  the  term  of 
one  month  from  the  time  of  receipt  of  notice  by  the  of- 
fending member  that  the  charge  has  been  proved.  But 
if  a  member  neglect  to  come  forward  to  sign  the  Consti. 
tution  for  one  month  after  receiving  notice  of  re-instate" 
ment,  or  if  a  member  is  not  re-instated,  the  W.P.  shall 
declare  such  member  expelled.  ^ 

Sec.  8.— -The  forfeiture  of  membership  under  this  ai*- 
ticle  shall  involve  the  forfeiture  of  all  honors  possessed 
by  the  member  when  the  name  was  erased  from  the  Con- 
•stitution.  ■'■■■'  ,  , 

Sec.  9.— If  a  member  come  forward  and  acknowledge 
a  violation  of  Article  2,  the  Division,  after  erasure  of  big 
liame,  may,  at  their  optiouirewingtate  tfie  member  on  thi» 
<*infte  ev<»nJ!ig,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Sec.  7.     •    " 
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Sec.  10— Ifo  member  against  whom  a  charge  has  been 
brought  under  this  article  shall  be  present  when  any 
vote  is  taken  in  the  case,  either  in  Committee  or  in 
Division. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
No  alteration  or  addition  shall  be  made  to  this  Consti- 
tution  unless  bj  a  two-third  vote  of  the  National  Division

ARTICLE    I. 
MEETINGS. 

Sec.  1.— This  Division  shall  meet  weekly  on  Friday 
evenings,  from  the  1st  of  April  to  the  Ist  of  November,  and 
on  Tuesday  evenings  trom  the  1st  of  Nov.  to  the  1st  of 
April,  to  transact  general  busiP«»«B  and  diffuse  the  princi- 
ples of  temperance  and  benevolence.  The  Division  shall 
be  opened  at  7  o'clock,  P.M.,  precisely,  in  summer ;  and 
6  in  the  winter.  In  the  absence  of  the  W.  P.  and  W.  A. 
the  senior  P.W.P.  present  shall  take  the  chair.  The 
Division  shall  be  closed  at  9  o'clock,  or  sooner,  if  so 
desired  by  a  two  third-vote,  but  not  protracted  later 
than  ten,  unless  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

Sec.  2.— Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.~No  brother  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
Division  unless  clothed  in  regalia. 

Sec.  4.— Special  meetings  shall  be  called  when  appli- 
cation is  made  in  writing  by  five  members  of  the  Division 
but  no  appropriation  of  money  stall  be  made  at  any  such 
meeting. 
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ARTICLE  II. 
DUTY    OF  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  1.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  J.P.W.P.  to  act 
in  the  capacity  of  P.W.P.  and  deliver  the  charge  of  his 
office  to  candidates,  and  perform  all  other  duties  apper- 
taining to  the  office;  and  preside  over  the  Division  in  the 
absenceofthe  W.P.,  W.A.,oraseniorP.W.P. 

Sec.  2.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.P.  on  the  even- 
ing of  his  installation  to  appoint  three  brothers,  \vho 
shall  constitute  a  Committee  of  Finance  and  Audit,  and 
three  for  a  Committee  of  investigation  when  candidates 
are  proposed  for  Membership. 

Sec.  3.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  W.P.  to  enforce 
thp  penalties  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  upon  any 
member  who  renders  himself  liable  to  such  penalties,  un- 
less excused  by  a  two-third  vote  of  the  Division.
